In the 
counties of Blair, Clinton, Cumber- 
land, Dauphin, Huntingdon, Lycoming, 
Juniata, Wontour and Northumberland 
the returns indicate that Swallow de- 
feated Beacom, the regular Republican- 
candidate. In 3S95 the Prohibition vote 
in the state was 20,779 and last year it 
was 19,274. 


The result in Dauphin county caused 


a jubilation by the friends of Dr. Swal- 
low in Horrisburg. The doctor's friends 
flid not anticipate such a result, and 
paraded th« streets with a band. In 
that county the Republicans carried 
everything but state treasurer. 


The incomplete figures show an ap- 


parent plurality for Beacom, the head 
of the Republican ticket, of 145,000, as 
against llnywood's plurality of 174,- 
264 in 18&5. The indications are that Mc- 
Cauley, the- Republican candidate for 
auditor general, received about 170,- 
000 plurality. 


The vote throughout the state shows 


that General McCauiey, the candidate

Coler, the successful candidate, is new 
to public life. 


Charles \V. Dayton, late postm aster 
of this chy, who was nom inated for 
comptroller on the George ticket, polled 
probably half as m any votes again as 
were given to Mr. George. 


The legislative branch of 
the city 
government is Tam m any-D em ocratic. 
It is ix double headed body, one branch 
being the municipal council, consisting 
of Die president and 28 members, and 
the other, the board of aldermen, com- 
pn’Hing CO members. 
The pieeise num ­ 
ber of D em ocrats chosen connot be 
stated at the present writing. 
There 
appears to be a strong probability that 
the Democrats have won a m ajority of 
the county and borough oflices along 
with the municipal places, 


The vote of Van W yck in New York 
county is approxim ately the sam e as 
was ca: t for B ryan in 1*>98, which was 
335,<*:M. General Tracy polled »approxi­ 
m ately 50,000, against M iK in k y ’s vote 
of 156'V in New York county, while 
Low (Citizen's Union) polled approxi­ 
mately 77,000, and G. urge (Jef, Dem,) 
V¿ 0u0. 


3n Kings county, which includes the 
city of Brooklyn, the Bryan vote was 
7C,8bi. while Van Wyck*s will be almost 
the same. Against McKinley’s vote of 
10.',135, General Tracy pulls approxi­ 
mately : 0,000, while Low's vote is ap­ 
proximately G5,000. 


In these two counties the straight R e­ 
publican vote shows a falling off of 
nearly 175,000, or in excess of the total 
vote of Beth Low, while the T am m any 
vote equals if it doesn’t slightly ex­ 
ceed, th at cast for Bryan. 


The polling came within about 50,000 
of the entire registration, which, con­ 
sidering the w eather conditions under 
which the election proceeded, w as all 
th a t could be expected.

T w o Bloody E n c o u n te rs in R e u tu e k v 
an d Six M on Killed. 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 3.—Blection day 
w as ushered in by a bloody encounter 
on the streets between Republicans and 
Democrats, resulting in the death of 
three men and the wrouncling of two 
more. The difficulty began by F ra n k 
Kgbert, Republican, organizing a party 
to head off a p arty of Democrats under 
the leadership of Ben Marshal, who, as 
Egbert claimed, had taken a num ber of 
negroes to the country to prevent their 
voting. 
Egbert, it is said, w ith his 
party, aw aited M arshal’s return, and 
fired on him from ambush, wounding 
seriously John W. Smith and slightly 
injuring Charles Graham , a negro. 


Deputy Sheriff Tes Dealdns then or­ 
ganized a posse and attem pted to a r­ 
rest B gbert and his party. The two 
parti s met, and firing 1* gan. Fifty 
shots or n.ore were fired, *nd Egbert 
w as instantly killed, while Dealdns was 
mortally v-tum ed, dying s.:on after. 
Hov/nrd Glore, one of Eg’ e rt’s men, 
was aVo killed, and Walter Gains was 
severely hurt. It is reported th at he has 
died. 


There is no confirmation of the rum or 
th a t several negroes are dead and con­ 
cealed about town. 


Mount Vernon, Ky., Nov. 3.—A num ­ 
ber of tough characters created a dis­ 
turbance at the Crooked Creek pre­ 
cinct in this county yesterday after­ 
noon. Sheriff Mullins attem pted to re ­ 
store ordei, when a general shooting 
affray took place between the sheriff 
and his deputies and the disturbers, 
three of the latter beinr killed.

The Canadian 


muskmelon is the diamond backed 
terrapin of the melon family. 
There 


is nothing that can compare with it 
either in the delicacy of its flavor, 
the fineness of its grain, or the size of 
its waist measure. 


For two or three years the colonists 


across the border have been making a 
scientific study of raising melons, and 
the result is that with identically the 
same seed which the Yankees use, 
they have brought forth a melon com- 
pared to which the native product is 
as a hen's egg to a Avatermelon.

Book-binding has been practiced for 


centimes. 
Many years previous to 


this invention of printing, the leaves 
of missals and other manuscripts were 
preserved by being fastened together 
and inclosed in covers of wood, sheep- 
skin, etc. Often the covers were richly 
ornamented with gold, silver and jew- 
els. 
Some of these volumes are still 


to be seen in the museums and monas- 
teries of the world. 


There are two main divisions in 


modern book-binding—"forwarding" 
and "niiishing," aud in each of these 
departments there are various sub-di- 
visions. 
Forwarding comprises what 


is really necessary for the preservation 
of books; finishing is simply embel- 
lishing them. 


The tirst operation in book-binding 


is to fold the sheets by means of a thin 
piece of ivory called a folder; machin- 
ery has been used with much success 
in folding. 
The object is to bring the 


pages together in regular order. 


After being folded, the sheets are 


gathered and collated according to 
numbers, 1, ii. ?,, etc., that are placed 
at the foot of the outside page of the 
folded sections, these numbers are 
called signatures. 
The book is then 


made solid by being placed in a hy- 
draulic press, or under some other 
pressure such as the nature and the 
size of the book may require. 


The next process is to saw indenta- 


tatious iu the back of the book pre- 
paratory to sewing: this is accom- 
plished by passing the back of the 
book or sheets over rapidly revolving 
circular saws. The book is then sewed 
on a frame called a sewing-bench, each 
sheet being attached by a thread to 
cords across the back. 


When removed from the sewing- 


bench, the book receives its "waste 
papers," or blank leaves. 
Then it in 


trimmed by being cut on the edges 
with a knife apparatus. 
The edges 


are either left white or are colored by 
being sprinkled with color thrown on 
with a brush: "marbled" edges are 
made by dipping the edges of the 
leaves in. colors that float on the sur- 
face of gum-water. 


The "comb-edge"' is made by draw- 


ing a comb through the colors on the 
surface of the gum-water before the 
book is dipped. 
If the book is to 


have a gilt edge, it is placed in a 
press and a coating of red color is ap- 
plied; the edges are then sized with 
white of egg, gold-leaf is laid over 
the sizing, and after it has dried thor- 
oughly, the gold-leaf is burnished 
with agate or blood-stone. 


A coating of glue is then applied to 


the back of the book, after which it is 
backed by means of a uiachiua that 
gives roundness to the back anil pre- 
pares it for the cover. 
The cover is 


made by boards, cut larger than the 
leaves of the book, over which the 
outside material, such as cloth, leath- 
er, etc., is fastened with glue, space 
enough being left between the two 
boards to fit the back of the book. 


After the cover has dried, the em- 


bellishment is done by stamping the 
desired letters or design in gold,black 
or colors. The cover being thus fin- 
ished, the back of the book is fitted 
into it and glued, the blank pages are 
pasted to the inside of the cover and 
the hook is placed in a press to remain 
until dry, from which it comes 
for the public.

Yankee could do the same thing with 
tho same material if he only had the 
time and the patience, but he has not. 


Tho Canuck, in bringing up his 
melon, goes about it just as lie would 
to bring up a family or a good bull 
pup. 
He does it leisurely, patiently, 
and with infinite care and watchful­ 
ness. The seeds from which he grows 
the abnormal specimens were obtained 
originally from the old and popular 
Hackensack melon. 
These he took 
and planted on a hillside, where the 
young fruit could bask in the sun­ 
shine as it grew up. 


The soil which he selected wras en­ 
riched with the finest fertilizer to be 
obtained, and the fruit was watched 
over and nursed with the tenderness 
which would be bestowed on a prize 
baby or an heir apparent. 


In a year or tw’o the result was that 
the Hackensack traveler had grown 
from a comparatively puny and sickly 
melon to one absolutely a freak in 
size. 
The ones which the pedestrians 
have seen in Broadway this year are 
even larger than those of previous 
seasons, and it is not an unusual 
thing to find one with ten or twelve 
ribs and weighing thirty 
pounds. 
And the flavor has not been sacrificed 
to size. 
If anything it is more deli­ 
cate and swfeet than that of its parent. 


A noted authority on melons told a 


t 


Sunday Press reporter some things 
«liont the Canadian variety. 
“ They 
take those melons,” he said, “just as 
they begin to grow*, and they place 
each one separately on a board. Every 
day while they are ripening they go 
out and turn them over so that the 
sun will have a chance at all sides of 
them. 
This is done several times a 
day, and it is continued right up to 
the time the melons are 
picked. 
When the seeds are planted, 
the 
ground is heated by steam, and the 
growers make certain that all the chill 
and dampness are out of it before 
tliev will entrust the seeds to it. 


“ Whenever there are signs of a 
storm, every melon is enclosed in a 
glass case and sheltered and nourished 
artificially until the w eather is suit­ 
able for it to be exposed again. 
It is 
this care and watchfulness which en­ 
able the Canadians to produce such 
fruit. 
The same thing could be done 
here if the farmers would only do 
likewise. 
The soil, the climate and 
all the conditions are even better 
adapted to the raising of the fruit, 
but the farmers, or the great majority 
of them, had rather sell one hundred 
barrels of eantelopes for $1.25 than 
twenty or thirty barrels for $10 or $12 
apiece. 


The average melons which are found 
in the markets of New York are left 
to struggle along in the mud the best 
way they can, and if they survive suf­ 
ficiently to be picked, the grower 
ships them to some dealer with in­ 
structions to use as many as he can 
and semi a elieck for what they are 
worth. 
They don’t do that in France. 
They take the same care over there 
that the Canadians do, and the result 
is that the fruit sells from twro to 
I three 
francs 
apiece.*’--N ew 
York

HOW BOOKS ARE BOUND. 


A Slm’plo D escription of T his In te re stin g 


1'roccss. 


Book-binding has been practiced for 
centuries. 
Many years previous to 
the invention of printing, the leaves 
of missals and other manuscripts ■were 
preserved by being fastened together 
and inclosed in covers of wood, sheep­ 
skin, etc. Often the covers were richly 
ornamented with gold, silver and jew­ 
els. 
Some of these volumes are still 
to be seen in the museums and monas­ 
teries of the world. 


There are two main divisions in 
modern book-binding-- c‘forwarding” 
and “ finishing,” and in each of these 
departments there are various sub-di- 
visions. 
Forwarding comprises what 
is really necessary for the preservation 
of books; finishing is simply embel­ 
lishing them. 


The lirst operation in book-binding 
is to fold the sheets by means of a thin 
piece of ivory called a folder; machin­ 
ery has been used with much success 
in folding. 
The object is to bring the 
pages together in regular order. 


After being folded, the sheets are 
gathered and collated according to 
numbers, 1, 2. 3, etc., that are placed 
at the foot of the outside page of the 
folded sections, 
these numbers are 
called signatures. 
The book is then 
made solid by being placed in a by-, 
draulie press, or under some other 
pressure such as the nature and the 
size of the book may require. 


The next process is to saw indenta- 
tations in the back of the book pre­ 
paratory to sewing; this is accom­ 
plished by passing the back of the 
book or sheets over rapidly revolving 
circular saws. The book is then sewed 
on a frame called a sewing-beneh, each 
sheet being attached by a thread to 
cords across the back. 


When removed from the sew’ing- 
bench, the book receives its “ waste 
papers,” or blank leaves. 
Then it is 
trimmed by being cut on the edges 
with a knife apparatus. 
The edges 
are either left white or are colored by 
being sprinkled with color thrown on 
with a brush; 
“ marbled” edges are 
made by dipping the edges of the 
leaves in colors that float on the sur­ 
face of gum-water. 


The “ comb-edge” is made by draw­ 
ing a comb through the colors on the 
surface of the gum-water before the 
book is dipped. 
If the book is to 
have a gilt edge, it is placed in a 
press and a coating of red color is ap­ 
plied; the edges are then sized with 
white of egg, gold-leaf is laid over 
the sizing, and after it has dried thor­ 
oughly, 
the gold-leaf is burnished 
with agate or blood-stone. 


A coating of glue is then applied to 
the back of the book, after which it is 
backed by means of a machine that 
gives roundness to the back anil pre­ 
pares it for the cover. 
The cover is 
made by boards, cut larger than the 
leaves of the book, over which the 
outside material, such as cloth, leath­ 
er, etc., is fastened with glue, space 
enough being left between the two 
boards to fit the back of the book. 


After the cover has dried, the em­ 
bellishment is done by stamping the 
desired letters or design in gold, black 
or colors. 
The cover being thus fin­ 
ished, the back of the book is fitted 
into it and glued, the blank pages are 
pasted to the inside of the coyer and 
the book is placed in a press to remain 
until dry, from which it comes ready 
for the public.

A Tokio journal is responsible for 
the following: 
‘ ‘Vladivostock, being 
the terminus of the Siberian railway, 
is a most important port in Kussia. 
Notwithstanding this fact, over four 
months during the cold season the

entirely impossible,

therefore the railway loses much of its 
advantages. 
The Russian authorities 
have endeavored for many years to 
conquer nature, 
and some years ago 
ice-breaking ships were introduced to 
break open the ice, but it has been 
found that the operation is useless. 


“A certain engineer has hit upon 
the rather wonderful idea of reclaim­ 
ing the narrowest part of the Tartar 
strait, 
betwreen Saglialien and the 
Russian mainland. 
He is of opinion, 
if this is done, the cold current that 
enters the Japanese sea, 
from the 
Arctic, 
via Behring straits, will be 
checked, 
and the 
passage of the 
warmer tide, coming from the south, 
through 
the Suyshima strait, 
will 
make the water on the coasts of Japan, 
as wrell as at Vladivostock, warmer, 
and the latter will be warmer all the 
year around. 
This scheme was pre­ 
sented to the Russian government for 
approval, and it is now engaged iu its 
investigations. 
There is a probability 
of thisjiiece of smart engineering being 
entered upon after the completion of 
the Siberian railway.—Morning Ore­ 
gonian.

Invention* of bavugei. 


It has been less thau 100 years since 


civilized humanity used many odd de- 
vices for the purpose of obtaining fire. 
In this country, then claiming to he 
"enlightened," the tinder box, with 
steel and Hint, was the apparatus most 
generally used. However, if there was 
no tinder box In the house, the old flint- 
lock musket, with a few grains of pow- 
der in the pan, together with a few 
Bhreds of paper or greased rags, was 
considered a household necessity. Rub- 
bing sticks together until they were 
fired by friction was the method used 
by the savages of that time in nearly 
all the lands of the globe. 


There was one singular exception, 


however, to all of the above, as well as 
many other of the more common meth- 
ods of "striking light," and that meth- 
od was practiced by a rude tribo of 
semi-savages inhabiting Eastern Thi- 
bet. 
Curious as it may seem, those 


rude savages obtained lire on strictly 
scientific principle's, which Involved a 
wonderful knowledge of the properties 
of compressed air. The apparatus used 
consisted of a wooden cylinder, two 
and a half inches long by three-quar- 
ters of an inch in diameter, which was 
closed at one end. Into this cylinder 
(which tapered off at one end until it 
was not larger than a common lead 
pencil; was fitted an air-tight piston, 
which had a large flat knob at the top; 
the other end of the piston Avas slightly 
hollowed out. the indentation being in- 
tended for the reception of a small 
piece of tinder or "punk." When this 
apparatus was iu use it was held in 
one hand, the piston 
being 
inserted 


with the other. und pushed about half 
way down. A very sharp blow was 
then given with the palm of the piston. 


I At the same instant the fingers were 
dosed around the knob and the piston 
instantly withdrawn. If 
everything 


had worked to perfection, the scientific , 
savage was usually rewarded by find- 
ing that the tinder had been lighted 
and a fire assured. 


Sir William Gill, the English scien- 


tist, who investigated this queer mode 
of striking a light, says that "it re- 
quires skill to use this fire-producing 
apparatus, as well as science to invent 
it."—San Francisco Chronicle. 


Fog and Coal Gas. 


According to the statement of Prof. 


Lewes, a London fog deprives coal 
pas of 11.1 per cent of its illuminating 
power, but this is not so astonishing as 
is the fact that, under similar circum- 
stances, the searching light of an in- 
candescent burner loses as much as 
L'O.S of its efficacy. 
The reason given 


by Prof. Lewes for this phenomenon 
is that the spectrum of both The incan- 
descent aud 
the electric 
light 
ap- 


proaches very nearly that of the solar 
'•pert rum. being very rich in the violet 
nnd ultra-violet rays. It is precisely 
these raj-s which cannot make their 
way through a London fog. To this 
is attributed the fact that the sun looks 
red on a foggy day. 
The violet rays 


are absorbed by the 
solid 
particles 


floating in the aqueous vapor of the 
atmosphere, and only the red portions 
of the spectrum get through. 
The in- . 


tfiv«ting additional statement is made 
in this connection that the old argaud 
Imrni'r is much more successful in re- 
sisting a London fog than any of its 
later rivals.—Science.

In v e n tio n s o f S avages. 


I t has been less th an 100 years since 
civilized hum anity used m any odd de­ 
vices for the purpose of obtaining fire. 
In this country, then claiming to be 
“enlightened," the 
tinder 
box, w ith 
steel and llint, w as the ap p aratu s most 
generally used. However* if there w as 
no tinder box in the house, the old flint­ 
lock musket, w ith a few grains of pow ­ 
der in tho pan, together w ith a few 
shreds of paper or greased rags, w as 
considered a household necessity. R u b ­ 
bing sticks together until they w ere 
I fired by friction w as the method used 
by the savages of th a t time in nearly 
all tho lands of tho globe. 


There w as one 
singular 
exception, 
however, to all of the above, as well as 
many other of tho more common moth* 
. ods of “striking light,” and th a t m eth­ 
od w as practiced by a rude trlbo of 
semi-savages inhabiting E astern T hi­ 
bet. 
Curious as it m ay seem, those 
rude savages obtained lire on strictly 
scientific principles, w hich involved a 
wonderful knowledge of tho properties 
of compressed air. Tho ap p aratu s used 
consisted of a wooden cylinder, tw o 
and a half inches long by three-quar­ 
ters of an inch In diam eter, which w as 
closed at one end. 
Into this cylinder 
(which tapered off a t one end until it 
was not larger than n common lead 
pencil) was fitted an air-tight piston, 
which had a large flat knob at the top; 
the other end of the piston w as slightly 
hollowed out, the indentation being in­ 
tended for tho reception of a sm all 
piece of tinder or “punk.” 
W hen this 
apparatus w as in use it w as held in 
one hand, tho piston 
being 
inserted 
with the other, stud pushed about half 
way down. 
A very sharp blow w as 
then given w ith the palm of the piston, 
i At the sam e in stan t the fingers w ere 
closed around the knob and the piston 
instantly w ithdraw n. 
If 
everything 
had worked to perfection, th e scientific 
savage w as usually rew arded by find­ 
ing th a t the tinder had been lighted 
and a fire assured. 


Sir William (Jill, the English scien­ 
tist, who investigated this queer mode 
of striking a light, says th a t “it re­ 
quires skill to use this fire-producing 
apparatus, as well as science to Invent 
it.”—San Francisco Chronicle. 


F o £ a n d Coal Gas. 


According to the statem ent of Prof. 
Lewes, a London fog deprives coal 
gas of 11.1 per cent of its illum inating 
power, but this is not so astonishing as 
is the fact that, under sim ilar circum ­ 
stances, the searching light of an in­ 
candescent burner loses as much as 
liO.S of its efficacy. 
The reason given 
by Prof. Lewes for this phenom enon 
is th a t the spectrum of both the incan­ 
descent and 
tho electric 
light 
a p ­ 
proaches very nearly th a t of the solar 
spectrum, being very rich in the violet 
and ultra-violet rays. 
It is precisely 
these rays which cannot m ake their 
way through a London fog. 
To this 
is attributed the fact th a t the sun looks 
red on a foggy day. 
The violet rays 
nre absorbed by the 
solid 
particles 
floating in the aqueous vapor of the 
atmosphere, and only the red portions 
of the spectrum get through. 
The in­ 
teresting additional statem ent is m ade 
in this connection th a t the old argand 
burner is much more successful in re­ 
sisting a London fog than any of its 
later rivals.—Science.

The Stamp Cranks' Trip to 


Nashville. 


Mn, E ditoh: While walking up the 
"thoroughfare to my home hist evening 
‘Mr, Emmcrt (“Billy” Emmert) said you 
wanted a little account of our trip to the 
Sunny South. I told himj if I felt like 
it after my midnight lunch I might 
write you one. 
So here goes, hut it is a 
task, after writing about stamps all day, 
and seeing so many on our trip, to write 
nything and leave stamps.out. 
When Mr. Emmert and myself were 
seated on the train which took us away 
from pretty New Oxford, three weeks 
ago, ho told me you ought to have an 
account of our trip, but I couldn’t seem 
to get him to write one. Wo duly arriv­ 
ed at Washington a n d ................................ 
(these dots represent our visits to stamp 
cranks) visited the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion. 
Mr. Emmcrt wanted to visit the 
P. 0. Department building to sec the 
display of stamps, (the magic words 
'“post-olllce” are peculiarly attractive to 
him just now,) but we didn’t have the 
time, and left just before midnight on 
the Southern Railway for Knoxville. 


When we awoke the next morning we 
were at Danville, Va., 239 miles south­ 
west from Washington, about the same 
distance due west from Norfolk and 
within a few miles of the North Carolina 
line. 
Onr train struck a cow in the 
night while traveling about GO miles an 
hour, (the train, not the cow, though we 
imagine the cow moved at a rapid gait 
for about a minute,) and that delayed us 
somewhat, as the engineer ran his heavy 
train back to sec what he had struck. 


From Danville to Marion, N. 0., a dis­ 
tance of 197 miles, there was very little 
of interest to note. 
The land seemed* to i 


1)0 of poor quality the most of the way. 
Men and women of African descent were 
picking cotton in the fields where the 
soil was good enough to for cotton to 
.grow. 
The plant is from 18 to 30 inches 
high, and the bolls of cotton arc at the 
top. 
Cotton is one of the leading pro­ 
ducts of North Carolina, the State pro* 
blueing about *100,000 bales annually, be­ 
sides 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 bushels each 
of wheat, oats and sweet potatoes and 
0,000,000 pounds of iice. 


Leaving Marion, we approach the Blue 
Mountain Range near its southern ex- 
tjemity, and at Round Knob we witness 
a pretty piece of engineering. 
At the 
station wc see three different levels of 
the railway, and with a succession of 
curves, around the hills and through sev­ 
en tunnels, one of which is 1800 feet 
long, we reach the summit where we 
saw the “divide” with water flowing in 
both directions. Although our circuit­ 
ous route is over 5 miles in length we 
are only 1200 feet from the station below 
and nearly GOO feet nearer the clouds. 
Wc next pass Black Mountain, have a 
fine view of Table Rock, and approach 
Asheville, (the great summer and winter 
resort for those aillicted with lung trou­ 
bles,) which has a population of about 
15,000. 
Just before reaching Asheville, 
we pass through Biltmore, a pretty little 
town established by George Vanderbilt, 
and where he spends a great deal of his 
time, clipping oil New York Central 
■Coupons, which he spends lavishly in this 
beautiful mountain garden where he 
owns 7(1,000 acres. 


The desc ent from the mountain is not 
abrupt as the ascent, but no less interest 
ing, as we follow along the banks of the 
French Broad river for about GO miles 
until we reach Newport, Ky. 
It is a 
wide rocky stream with abrupt banks of 
mountains on either side, and wo cross 
and re-cross it many times. 
Behind 
these mountains, which arc seldom trav­ 
eled b}' human feet, are hundreds of 
“moonshiners” 
distilling 
“mountain- 
dew.” 
From Newport to Knoxville, a 
distance of 05 miles we pass through a 
fanning country but as dusk came on we 
could not enjoy it; i. e., I couldn’t, for 
our ‘‘sleeping beauty” was enjoying a 
.siesta on the upholstered cushions en­ 
tirely oblivious of what was passing on 
around him. 


We arrived at Knoxville about one 
hour late at b:30 p, m., Central time (9:30 
New Oxford time), and were met at the 
depot by Mr, Henry Fenton, who is man­ 
ager of the R. G. Dun & Co. Mercantile 
Agency. 
From his ollice (up one flight) 
wo had a good opportunity to witness 
the street parade and Carnival of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers,wJach[i$ an 
annual occurrence, «tail entered into with 
a great deal.of enthusiasm during “Car­ 
nival week,” 
Tim procession was fully 
three-fourths of a mile in length and 
contained many interesting floats, mili­ 
tary and fraternal organizations, both 
M.uite aud colored, with several bands of 
music and drum corps sandwiched in at 
the proper places. 
At present there are 
three municipalities—Knoxville, North 
•Knoxville and East Knoxville., but after 


January 1st they will be combined in one 
government, 
Knoxville is a pretty city, 
and, like ancicnt Romo, is located on 
seven hills. 
It is situated on the Ten­ 
nessee River, which is navigable for riv­ 
er boats about six months of the year. 
The head waters of this river (the French 
Broad spoken of above) are in North 
Carolina. 
Flowing down through east­ 
ern Tennessee into Georgia it again en­ 
ters Tennessee and thence into Alabama 
back through Tennessee and Kentucky 
and empties into the Ohio River near the 
conjunction of the latter with the great 
Father of Waters. 
Truly a circuitous 
course 1 


Knoxville is well supplied with street 
railways, banks, newspapers and every­ 
thing else necessary to make it what it is 
—the great metropolis and trade center 
of Eastern Tennessee and Western North 
Carolina.* During our stay hero we vis­ 
ited, in company with Dr. S. B. Boyd, 
tho visiting physician, the State Deaf 
and Dumb Asylum. 
There are about 
275 inmates at present, and “Doctor Sam” 
as he is familiarly called informed us 
that about one-third are taught to speak 
before they leave the institution. 
They 
are taught different trades while there, 
and become useful in the various walks 
of life after leaving the institution. We 
were the guests of Air. Fenton while in 
Knoxville, and were royally entertained. 
Our visit to the den of*Mr. Chas. War­ 
ing, civil engineer, was quite interesting. 
Filled with maps, drawings, tripods and 
boxes of st—excuse me, Mr. Editor, I 
came pretty near writing stamps—and 
the kindly old gentleman as central fig­ 
ure. 
Air. Waring is tho master of his 
profession. 
He has surveyed every foot 
of land in and aronnd Knoxville and 
having maps and documents of original 
grants is a “title guarantee insurance 
company” all by himself 
He surveyed 
the entire eastern lino of Tennessee over 
tho mountains from Alabama to West 
Virginia, and no other person could fol­ 
low the line to-day. He has a wonder­ 
ful memory, and is a remarkable and ex­ 
tremely useful man in boundary disputes, 
lie has a collection of nearly 12,000 st— 
came pretty near doing it again—and a 
great many relics of the early history of 
Tennessee. 


On Monday night, the 18th, the sleep­ 
ing car for Nashville contained Messrs. 
Fentoi*, Hoyd, Wa.nnti, Kmmert and 
Dodge, and it ' as 
J, !!y crowd till a 
late hour, and a oleepy one the next 
morning. 
I could not sleep and got up 
at 1:30 a. m„ got a cup of colfee and 
amused myself with pencil and paper 
until we readied Nashville at ti:30 a. m. 
Nashville seemed to be the Mecca of 
tourists, and we should have had trouble 
to find a resting place had not our rooms 
been secured a month before. 


We had a little time to visit the Ten­ 
nessee Centennial Exposition after trans­ 
acting our business, and were agreeably 
surprised at its magnitude. 
The grounds 
are about H miles from the heart of the 
city, and cover about 2000 acres of 
ground. 
The government building con­ 
tained a great many interesting exhibits, 
and this with the Aquarium, Transporta­ 
tion Building, Women’s Building, Art 
Building, Historical building, Streets of 
Cairo, Slid way Plaisance and other side 
show’s made up a veritable World's Fair 
on slightly smaller dimensions. 


Nashville is the Capital and largest 
city of the State, situated on the Cum­ 
berland river, 185 miles south of Louis­ 
ville and 2G0 miles cast of Memphis on 
the Mississippi river. 
It is on high land 
and has a dry and healthy climate. Like 
Knoxville it is situated on hills. 
We 
made many new acquaintances while 
there, and while southern hospitality is 
proverbial, we think wc must have fallen 
into extra good hands both at Knoxville 
and Nashville, aud enjoyed ourselves 
very much. 
But, Mr. Editor, I think I 
have written quite as much as you have 
space for, though I could write as much 
more about our trip if I could only tell 
about the stamps we saw.

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David W. Forry, a well-known, much 


respected and wealthy citizen of Haiio- 
over, met a sad and peculiar death Tues- 
day evening about 9:30 o'clock. The im- 
mediate cause of his death is t,upposc.d 
to be from ;m attack of vertigo or apo- 
plexy. The facts of the cuse arc as fol- 
lows: 


Mr. Forry, in the early part of the 


evening, had attended services in the 
Mennonite church which is across the 
street from his icsideuce. After the ser- 
vices he went to his home, where he 
spent a short time talking to his daugh- 
ter, Mi:-=s Bertha, and Alvhi Nissly, who 
had called . The conversation had been 
upon the death of young Zeigler, who 
met death Tuesday morning by catching 
hold of a live wire. 


About 9:30 o'clock Mr. Forry went to 


the cellar for the purpose of getting a 
bucket of coal. At the head of the cellar 
stairs he turned on tlie electric light by 
means of the switch. Going into the cel- 
lar he crossed it and went into the front 
compartment, where lie kept his coal. 
After filling the bucket he started to re- 
turn. As he was about passing from the 
front to toe back cellar, he met his death 
The immediate cause of death can only 
be surmised, but the supposition is that 
be was overcome, and when he saw he 
was about to fall, he involuntarily throw- 
out his hands and caught hold of the 
electric light wire, which broke under 
the strain of his weight, causing the sec- 
ond finger of the right hand to be burn- 
ed to the bone- The inside of his hand 
was badly scorched- 


Mr. Forry was one of Hanover's 


wealthy citizens, and was identified in 
several business enterprises. At jhe time 
of his death he was a director of the Han- 
over Foundry and Machine Co.; a direc- 
tor cf the First National Bank, and pres- 
ident and superintendent of the Hano- 
ver and Littlestown Turnpike Compa-

KilUd by Electricity. 


Frank Zicgler, aged 18 years, of Get- 


tysburg, a lineman working on the New- 
Oxford toll line of the Hanover Tele- 
phone Company, was almost instantly 
killed Tuesday morning, by a wire being 
strung along High street, Hanover, com- 
ing in contact with an electric light wire. 
An alternating current of 2,000 volts of 
electricity did the deadly work. 


Young Ziegler, with other workmen, 


started to run two telephone wires to 
this place. Shortly after 8 o'clock the 
wagon containing- the wire was taken 
to near the Hanover Milling Co.'s plant. 
As usual ropes were attached to the wires, 
and the ropes were thrown over the elec- 
tric wires. Messrs. Ziegler and Harry 
Essick drew the ropes across until they 
reached the wires, when they took the 
wires in their hands, to draw them to 
Poplar St., where they were fastened. 
Almost immediately they weic thrown to 
the ground. In fulling, Ziegler received 
an ugly bruise on the face. Essick was 
not budlj" hurt and jumped up, but Zieg- 
ler lay unconscious. Eu was picked up 
by his companions and carried into the 
mill. Dr. J. H. Bittinger was hastily 
summoned but after an examination he 
announced that lifo; was extinct. The 
unfortunate youth made only a few gasps 
for breath after he AVUS carried into the 
mill. The remains were sent to the par- 
ental liotne at Gettysburg, on the noon, 
train. 


Frank Ziegler was a son of Wallace 


Ziegler and wife, and is one of the oldest 
of a large family, of which he was the 
main support. He was an excellent 
workman, sober and industrious.

THE L IF E OF A PROMINENT CITIZEN OF 
HANOYEli LOST IN A PLCUL1AK 
MANNER. 


David W. Forry, a well-known, much 
respected and wealthy citizen of Ilano- 
over, met a sad and peculiar death Tues­ 
day evening about 0:30 o’clock. The im­ 
mediate cause of his death is supposed 
to be from an attack of vertigo or apo­ 
plexy. 
The facts of the c:;se arc as fol­ 
lows: 


Mr. Forry, in the early part of the 
evening, had attended services in the 
Mennonite church which is across the 
street from his residence. After the ser­ 
vices he went to his home, where he 
spent a short time talking to his daugh­ 
ter, Miss Bertha, and Alvin Nissly, who 
had called. 
The conversation had been 
upon the death of young Zeigler, who 
met death Tuesday morning by catching 
hold of a live wire. 


About 9:30 o’clock Mr. Forry went to 
the cellar for the purpose of getting a 
bucket of coal. At the head of the cellar 
stairs he turned on the electric light by 
means of the switch. 
Going into the cel­ 
lar he crossed it and went into the front 
compartment, where he kept his coal. 
After filling the bucket he started to re­ 
turn. As he was about passing from the 
front to toe back cellar, be met his death 
The immediate cause of death can only 
be surmised, but the supposition is that 
he was overcome, and when he saw he 
was about to fall, he involuntarily threw 
out his hands and caught hold of the 
electric light wire, which broke under 
the strain of his weight, causing the sec­ 
ond finger of the right hand to be burn­ 
ed to the bone* The inside of his hand 
was badly scorched. 


Mr. 
Forry was one of Hanover’s 
wealthy citizens, and was identified in 
several business enterprises. At ?he time 
of his death he was a director of the Han­ 
over Foundry and Machine Co.; a direc­ 
tor of the First National Bank, and pres­ 
ident and superintendent of the Hano­ 
ver and Littlestown Turnpike Compa- 
ny. 


Killed by Electricity„ 


Frank Ziegler, aged 18 years, of Get­ 
tysburg, a lineman working on the New 
Oxford toll line of the Hanover Tele­ 
phone Company, was almost instantly 
killed Tuesday morning, by a wire being 
strung along High street, Hanover, com­ 
ing in contact with an electric light wire. 
An alternating current of 2,000 volts of 
electricity did the deadly work. 


Young Ziegler, with other workmen, 
started to run two telephone wires to 
this place. 
Shortly after 8 o’clock the 
wagon containing the wire was taken 
to near the Hanover Milling Co.’s plant. 
As usual ropes were attached to the wires, 
and the ropes were thrown over the elec­ 
tric wires. Messrs, Ziegler and Ilarry 
Essiek drew the ropes across until they 
reached the wires, when they took the 
wires in their hands, to draw them to 
Poplar St., where they were fastened. 
Almost immediately they were thrown to 
the ground. 
In falling, Ziegler received 
an ugly bruise on the face. 
Essiek was 
not badty hurt and jumped up, but Zieg­ 
ler lay unconscious. 
He was picked up 
by his companions and carried into the 
mill. 
Dr. J. II. Bittinger was hastily 
summoned but after an examination he 
announced that life was extinct. 
The 
unfortunate youth made only a few gasps 
for breath after he was carried into the 
mill. 
The remains were sent to the par­ 
ental home at Gettysburg, on the noon 
train.

Frank Ziegler was a son of Wallace 
Ziegler and wife, and is one of the oldest 
of a large family, of which he was the 
main support. 
He was an excellent 
workman, sober and industrious.

long survived in Egypt, and was con­

It is this phase of it w hich Mr. 


Petrie has chosen to consider. 
He 
found a modification of this primary 
motive among various ancient tribes; 
the desire of demonstrating affection 
for the dead and of assuring their 
happiness in a future life being the 
customary variations. The inhabitants 
of Thibet were accustomed to eat their 
relatives after their decease, consider­ 
ing this the most honorable sepulture. 
This belief is also that of Australian 
s a v a g e s , w ho aver that “it is better to 
end in the stomach of a friend than in 
the cold ground.” 
The Ostiaks and 
the 
Saniovedes consider that their 
friends will have a happier future ex­ 
istence if they have been eaten, and, 
in antiquity, the Masagetes preferred 
to eat their relatives aud friends whom 
old age had overtaken than to let it be 
dime bv worms, 
f 


This is what may be called the al­ 
truism of cannibalism, but there are 
other motives w hich, if less elevated, 
have at least nothing in common with 
the gross materialism usually attribut­ 
ed to cannibalism. 
Mr. Petrie finds 
that nineteen per cent, of anthropo­ 
phagi eat their great warriors in order j 
to assiniulate their courage; the same 1 
proportion eat children to acquire their 
youth: ten per c^nt. are cannibals 
from religious motives connected with 
their c e r e m o n ie s , and five per cent, 
eat their enemies in order to punish 1 
them. 
The number of cannibals who 
are such from poverty or famine is 
about eighteen per cent, while twenty- 
four j er cent, eat human flesh because 
they like its fhnor.

Jumping ('rH’oonx.

life. They want the country for them- 
selves and to follow their own ways, 
which is natural enough. 
Their petty 


j'ulers long for the time that shall 
never come, when a British resident

•with their pleasures and ambitious. 


The priests and religious leaders 


•have done much to stir up the tremble. 
Their influence is beyond the realixa- 
iion of one who is not familiar Avith 
native life in India. 


One who has not studied the tribal 


•differences cannot make head nor tail 
of the distinctions. 
But this much is 


quickly realized, the hill tribes are 
the most dangerous in India. 
They 


.are natural warriors. They have lived 
by the sword and spear for thousands 
of years. 
Now they have excellent 


rifles which they have purchased, or 
•^tolen, or captured from the English. 


Every little while a feeling of un- 


rest, followed by significant activity, 
takes possession of the hill tribesmen. 
This time it gained headway and 
spread widely before its real impor- 
tance was grasped. 
The Ameer of 


Afghanistan is largely responsible for 
it. It is on the border of that country 
that the trouble is. 


Abdur Rahman Khan is a very able 


and bloodthirsty ruler. 
He is jealous 


•of what lie considers his rights aud 
privileges. Among these are included 
•certain tortures and outrages which 
he is pleased to inflict upon tho&e 
who arouse his displeasure. 


The Ameer has been going too far 


<luring the past months. He has been 
subjecting women to the most horrible 
tortures. 
He has burned a few of 


them alive, and be 
has crucified 


others. 


It is a very horrible thing to see a 


•w oinan nailed to a cross and floating 
•down a river, as the English soldiers 
have s*en more than once. And they 
cannot escape the responsibility of 
these things. When a woman's limbs 
are hacked off because of the auger of 
some ruler, it may be attributed to 
accident, but crucifixion is different. 


The Ameer was told very plainly 


that he would have to behave himself. 
His country has had experience. The 
Paythans have had a beautiful time 
in the beginning of the Afghan wars, 
but the English had their revenge, 
and the big hairy warriors suffered 
terribly. 


The Anieer did not want to give up 


his dreadful pleasures, and he wished 
to retain the support and goodwill of 
the English government. To that end 
he sent his son, Shadzadis, as a spe- 
cial envoy.

marking, and we continue to use the 
word, though lead is no longer a part 
of our pencils. 
The Philadelphia 


Times in speaking of these useful 
articles regrets that history has failed 
to record the name of the great genius 
who gave to the world that most use- 
ful little instrument, and savs we ha\e 
heard all about the discovery of burnt 
snuff and the sewing machine and the 
typewriter and all that, but the inven- 
tor of the lead pencil has, evidently, 
gone down into the shadow of obliv- 
ion "unwept,unhonored and unsung." 


"I have to laugh at the queer ideas 


some people have about pencils." said 
a manufacturer. 
"You will scarcely 


believe it, but the opinions of people 
who know nothing about it seem t<> be 
divided between the melting of the 
lead aud pouring it into the hole in 
the wood and cutting out the load to 
n't the hole. The part that goes into 
our pencils other than the lead is 
cedar, and comes from the swamps of 
Florida. 
It is obtained from the fal- 


len trees that lie there. 
There are 


men there who make a business of sup- 
plying to pencil manufacturers this 
cedar in blocks which are sawed to 
the length of the pencil, some thick, 
to receive the lead, and others thin, 
for the piece that^ is glued over the 
other containing the lead. The blocks 
are sawed for four pencils each. 
The 


groove is made by a saw, and in. this 
the lead lies. 


"I know."'continued the manufac- 


turer, "that not one out of ten thou- 
sand persons has the least idea of what 
this lead is. See, here is a fine black 
powder ; that is graphite, and costs 
somewhere about twenty-five cents a 
pound. 
This white substance is Ger- 


man clay. It comes aci^oss the ocean 
as ballast in vessels, and ,all it costs 
us is for freight. We mix clay and 
powder together and grind them in a 
mill, moistening the mass carefully 
during the process, until the two are 
thoroughly assimilated and reduced 
to a paste that is about the consistency 
of putty. Here are the dies for the 
leads, into which we press this pa^te 
of graphite aud clay. 
These leads are 


kept in hot glue and are placed in the 
grooves as the blocks are made ready. 
AVheu the lead is put in there snugly 
and forever, the thin block is glued to 
the thick one and left to dry thor- 
oughly." 


"\VIi«-ii Character Is Fortnrd.

dren make the life of the smaller ones 
wretched much of the time.

three children, the youngest about 
two years of age. The older ones 
seem to find no greater pleasure than 
to tease the babe on every opportu- 
nity, for she occasions them much 
merriment by her violent vocal and 
bodily expressions whenever she is 
tormented beyond endurance.

SAILING ON WHEELS. 


A BICYCLE 
YACHTSMAN'S THRILL-

"Any wheelman, and I might also 


say any wheelwoman, can learn to sail 
a bicycle if they understand the iirst 
principles of managing a sail." said 
Mr. Hudson when spoken to in regard 
to his trial. 
"Of course, like many 


other things, sailing a bicycle cannot 
be learned in a day. Success depends 
it great deal on the skill acquired and 
not so much on technical knowledge. 
Certain it is that when once a bicy- 
clist has mastered the art, he will only 
place his foot on the pedals when be- 
calmed. 
Think of being becalmed 011 


laud! 


"Well, I suppose I should start at 


the beginning and tell what happened 
to me when I set out to be a terra 
Hrina yachtsman. I rigged a must of 
spruce 10 feet high to the frame of the 
wheel, about four inches back of the 
handle bars. 
Rigidity was secured by 


two bolts and a cleat on the opposite 
side. 
Now for the sail. It was made 


of heavy cotton cloth, with a light 
boom at the bottom, to which u str:>ng 
cord is attached and passed through 
a light pulley block attached to the 
saddle post and through another at- 
tached to the centre of the handle 
bars. This I found to be an excellent 
arrangement, as it enabled me to hold 
the sail without interfering with the 
steering of the wheel. Of course, it 
took some little time to figure this all 
out. 
In fact, I did not have it all so 


complete the first time I rigged up 
the sail. The improvements naturally 
came with experience. 


"Knowing that the idea would be 


likely to arouse facetious comment 
from my acquaintances until its prac- 
ticability had beeu demonstrated, I 
did not parade the wind-cycle down 
the main street. Instead, I waited 
until old Boreas was kindly disposed 
and then stole out to a road where I 
would not meet many people. It was 
with considerable trepidation that I 
mounted tbe wheel. 
The towering 


mast and flapping sail disconcerted 
me a bit, and in order to accustom 
myself to their presence on the ma- 
chine, I furled the sail and rode up 
and down until I became at home. 
Then I tried the running gear with 
one hand while I steered with the oth- 
er. The breeze freshened and I real- 
ized that the fatal moment had come. 
I use the word 'fatal* advisedly, as 
subsequent events will show. 


"As the wind caught the sail, the 


bicycle moved along smoothly, but 
rapidly developed an inclination to 
seek its affinity in a ditch. 
Happily 


I was able to correct this whim of the 
wheel and convert it into a middle-of- 
the-roader. I gradually slacked away 
at the cord, and as the boom swung 
around to nearly right angles the 
3peed increased. 'I am off," I solilo- 
quized, and an instant later there was 
no doubt in my mind that I was cov- 
ering the ground at a great rate. A 
great joy filled me, and I felt that I 
had solved the cycling problem of the 
age, but I reckoned without that pre- 
cise knowledge which is necessary to 
navigation on land, and the next mo- 
ment as my wheeled craft began to 
lurch like a ship in a storm, I grew 
slightly nervous. 


"This uneasy feeling increased as 


the wind grew stronger, and I found 
myself skimming along faster than I 
had ever essayed as a mere scorcher. 
How to stop was a question that I had 
given bnt little thought to. But now 
it loomed up as a most important fac- 
tor to the continuance of mv career. 
I thrust my foot on the front tire, as 
I had often done in g ling down steep 
bills, bnt the only effect was a strong 
odor of burning rubber and a warm 
sensation on the bottom <»f my foot. I 
had already covered two miles at a 
hair-raising clip, and the speed seemed 
to increase as I struck a stretch • of 
fipen country, where the wind had full 
play. 
I prayed that the wind would 


keep right at my back and not try 
any veering. 


"I had no desire to jibe or attempt 


%ny rnano?uvres of a fancy order. 
Of 


course, the sport was exhilarating, 
and there was just that dash of danger 
which I confess intensified the pleas- 
ure. 
Bnt my Waterloo was in wait- 


ing. 
I saw it. I knew il, 
I realized 


it with a barrow iug sense of helpless- 
ness. 
It was almost a>: abrupt turn 


in the road. 
JStraifclit ah»ad were a 


<1eep ditch and a lot of 'liislles and 
sharp stones. 
I groaned inwardly, 


although making a iast heroic effort to 
make the turn. I blew straight ahead, 
and as I tugged »»n the sail and handle 
liars I capsized. 
It was only a frac- 


tion of a second before T felt my enti- 
tle breaking the attachment it had 
formed for me and lining the side of 
the ditch, bnt in that moment I 
(bought of honse ami all things dear. 
I wished again I ^ins simply a plain, 


everyday cyclist, without \\heels or 
Kiiilw in my hcud. 
Perhaps I said 


something that would not look well 
in print. 
Finally, J picked myself up 


and trudged home, as sailing against 
the wind on a 20-foot road was not my 
specialty. 


"Nearly every breezy day since that 


memorable experience, which occurred 
several months ago, I ha\e gone sail- 
ing on my wheel, »nd now lind little 
diih'culty in navigating. 
When the 


wind gets too strong 1 take a reef in 
the sail or apply the new- brake 1 have 
got."- Philadelphia Times.

article. 
We had a big harvest during 


the craze that the fair sex had not 
long ago for having their hair cut 
short. 
Many thousands of women 


who then had their locks sheared have 
since bitterly regretted it, as in many 
instances their hair has grown so 
slowly that they have been compelled 
to wear a wig or a switch since the 
fashion changed. 
After the majority 


of women reach the age of thirty the 
hair seems to partially lose its vigor, 
and if cut it will not grow long again.

hair market in Merlans, in the de- 
partment of the lower Pyrenees, held 
every Friday. 
Hundreds of hair 


traders walk up and down the one 
street of the village, their shears 
dangling from their belts, and inspect 
the braids which the peasant girls, 
standing on the steps of the houses, 
let down for inspection. If a bargain 
is struck the hair is cut. and the money 
paid on the spot, the price varying 
from 60 cents to So in our money. 


"A wo man's hair may grow to the 


length of six feet. And I know a lady 
who has been offered and refused 
8500 for her crown of glory, which is 
over six feet long. 
A single female 


hair will bear up a weight of four 
ounces without breaking, but the hair 
thus heavily weighted must be dark 
brown, for blonde hair breaks under a 
strain of two and one-half ounces 
There are some 2000 importers, manu- 
facturers and dealers in human hair in 
the United States.

Once pieces of lead were used for 
marking, and we continue to use the 
word, though lead is no longer a part 
ot‘ our pencils. 
The Philadelphia 
Times in speaking of these useful 
articles regrets that history has failed 
to record the name of the great genius 
who gave to the world that most use­ 
ful little instrument, and sajjs we have 
heard all about the discovery of burnt 
snutT and the sewing machine and the 
tvi)ewriter and all that, but the in veil- 
t - 
1 


tor of the lead pencil has, evidently, 
gone down into the shadow of obliv­ 
ion “ unwept,unlionored and unsung.” 
“I have to laugh at the queer ideas 
some people have about pencils,” said 
a manufacturer. 
“ You will scarcely 
4* 


believe it, but the opinions of people 
who know nothing about it seem to be 
divided between the melting of the 
lead and pouring it into the hole in 
the wood and cutting out the lead to 
iit the hole. 
The part that goes into 
our pencils other than the lead is 
cedar, and conies from the swamps of 
Florida. 
It is obtained from the fal­ 
len trees that lie there. 
There are 
men there who make a business of sup­ 
plying to pencil manufacturers this 
cedar in blocks which are sawed to 
the length of the pencil, some thick, 
to receive the lead, and others thin, 
for the piece that* is glued over the 
other containing the lead. The blocks 
are sawed for four pencils each. 
The 
groove is made bv a saw, and in this 
o

the lead lies.^ 


“ I know,’r continued the manufac­ 
turer, “that not one out of ten thou­ 
sand persons has the least idea of what 
this lead is. 
See, here is a line black 
powder ; that is graphite, and costs 
somewhere about twenty-five cents a 
pound. 
This white substance is Ger­ 
man clay. 
It comes aoiK>ss the ocean 
as ballast in vessels, and „all it costs 
us is for freight. 
We mix clay and 
powder together and grind them in a 
mill, moistening the mass carefully 
during the process, until the two are 
thoroughly assimilated and reduced 
to a paste that is about the consistency 
of putty. 
Here are the dies for the 
leads, into which we press this paste 
of graphite and clay. 
These leads are 
kept in hot glue and are placed in the 
grooves as the blocks are made ready. 
When the lead is put in there snugly 
have s4 en more than once.

India’s hill tribesmen are the Pay- 
tlians or Afghans—pure Aryans, men 
«of the elder race. 
They are of mighty 
stature, with powerful muscles and 
jx love of combat. 
They are brutal 
.and deadlv, 
Tliev neither ask nor 
c 
• 


receive quarter. They are full of cun­ 
ning and strategy, and they go into 
battle tired with fanaticism. 


The present revolt against England 
is the outgrowth of this fanaticism 
.and the resentment against British in- 
riuence. 
The hill tribes do not take 
kindly to the innovations of civilized 
life. They want the country for them­ 
selves and to follow their own ways, 
which is natural enough. 
Their petty 
.rulers long for the time that shall 
never come, when a British resident 
of a political party will not interfere 
with their pleasures and ambitions. 


The priests and religious leaders 
have done much to stir up the trouble. 
Their influence is beyond the realign- 
t 


iion of one who is not familiar with 
native life in India. 


One who has not studied the tribal 
•differences cannot make head nor tail 
■of the distinctions. 
But this much is 
quickly realized, the hill tribes are 
the most dangerous in India. 
They 
.are natural warriors. They have lived 
by the sword and spear for thousands 
<>f years. 
Now they have excellent 
rifles which they have purchased, or 
stolen, or captured from the English. 


Every little while a feeling of un­ 
rest, followed by significant activity, 
takes possession of the hill tribesmen. 
This time 
it 
gained headway and 
spread widely before its real impor­ 
tance was grasped. 
The Ameer of 
Afghanistan is largely responsible for 
it. It is on the border of that country 
«' 


that the trouble is. 


Abdur Rahman Khan is a very able 
And bloodthirsty ruler. 
He is jealous 
of wliat he considers his rights and 
privileges. 
Among these are included • 
•certain tortures and outrages which 
he is pleased to inflict upon those 
who arouse his displeasure. 


The Ameer has been going too far 
during the past months. He has been 
subjecting women to the most horrible 
tortures. 
He has burned a few of 
them alive, 
and he 
has 
crucified 
others. 


It is a very horrible thing to see a 
woman nailed to across and floating 
down a river, as the English soldiers 


are hacked off* because of the anger of 
some ruler, it may be attributed to 
accident, but crucifixion is different. 


The Ameer was told very plainly 
that he would have to behave himself. 
His country has had experience. 
The 
Pavthans have had a beautiful time 
% 


in the beginning of the Afghan wars, 
but the English had their revenge, 
and the big hairy warriors suffered 
terribly. 


The Ameer did not want to give up 
his dreadful pleasures, and he wished 
to retain the support and goodwill of 
the English government. To that end 
lie sent his son, Shadzadis, as a spe­ 
cial envoy. 
But the son was not rec­ 
ognized. 
He was sent back home and 
directed to tell his father to behave 
himself and to stop his fiendishness, 
or there would be punishment in store 
for him. 


This aroused the anger 
of the 
Ameer. 
He decided upon revenge. 
He didn’t want to declare war himself 
and have the troops pour into his 
country. 
He chose a much more ef­ 
fective and safer way. 
He stirred up 
tiie border people. 


A few of the bands under the direc­ 
tion of the Ameer started the ball 
»-rolling. 
Of course, he has declared 
that he has no influence over these 
folk, and cannot hold them in check. 
It doesn’t deceive the British, but it 
protects the Ameer in a measure. 


It is a wild and terrible country in 
the fastness of the Himalaya moun­ 
tains. 
It is the home of the liillmen, 
This gives them a tremendous advan­ 
tage. 
They know the trails over the 
mountains. 
They can attack, massa­ 
cre and escape. 


The importance of this present mu­ 
tiny lies in the great numbers that 
have arisen and the tribes that have 
revolted. 
The Afridis have turned 
against the English. 
It is a populous 
and powerful tribe, and this makes it 
dangerous. 
And heretofore the Afri­ 
dis have always been loyal. 
They 
have come to be looked upon as de­ 
voted adherents, as much to be de­ 
pended upon as the Sikhs, who re­ 
mained faithful during the mutiny of " 
1857. 
They have guarded that pas­ 
sage which leads from India to the 
plains of Jelubad, the keynote of the 
situation, 
“that sword cut in the 
mountain which men 
call 
Khyber 
Pass,” 


It is a narrow defile thirty miles 
Jong, with precipitous cliffs on either 
side to a height of 1000 feet. It is the 
strategic point. 
In all former itjjris- 
ings the Afridis have been the ‘wards 
of this pass, and the English have 
felt secure, so far as it is concerned.

SAILIXfl ON WHEELS. 


A BICYCLE 
YACHTSMAN'S 
THRILL- 
INC EXPERIENCE. 


KxeitImj Sport T hat Only th e "Most D a r­ 
ing W ill Care Vor D angers That Have 
to He K iieonntered—S ndden Squalls a 
Great DrawhaeU. 


L. E, Hudson of Ellesburg, X. Y., 
is believed to be the first rider to suc­ 
cessfully sail a bicycle. 
The newspa­ 
pers have often recorded attempts to 
navigate on two wheels under sail, 
but without success. 
It is ju^t possi­ 
ble that when the news of Mu Hud­ 
son's success spreads, every rider will 
be a land yachtsman. 


“Any wheelman, and I might also 
say any wheelwoman, can learn to sail 
a bicycle if they understand the lirst 
9 
% 
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principles of managing a sail/* snid 
Mr. Hudson when spoken to in regard 
to his trial. 
“ Of course, like many 
other things, sailing a bicycle cannot 
be learned in a day. Success depends 
a great deal on the skill acquired and 
not so much on technical knowledge. 
Certain it is that when once a bicv- 
• 


clist has mastered the art, he will only 
place his foot on the pedals when be­ 
calmed. 
Think of being becalmed on 
land! 


“ Well, I suppose I should start at 
the beginning and tell what happened 
to me when 1 set out to be a terra 
Hrma yachtsman. 
I rigged a mast of 
spruce 10 feet high to the frame of the 
wheel, about four inches back of the 
handle bars. 
Rigidity was secured by 
two bolts and a cleat on the opposite 
side. 
Now for the sail. 
It was made 
of heavy cotton cloth, with a light 
boom at the bottom, to which a str >ng 
cord is attached and passed through 
a light pulley block attached to the 
saddle post and through another at­ 
tached to the centre of the handle 
bars. This I found to be an excellent 
arrangement, as it enabled me to hold 
the sail without interfering with the 
steering of the wheel. 
Of course, it 
took some little time to figure this all 
out. 
In fact, I did not have it all so 
complete the lirst tiiiie I rigged up 
the sad. The improvements naturally 
came with experience. 


“ Knowing that the idea would be 
likely to arouse facetious comment 
from my acquaintances until its prac­ 
ticability had beeu demonstrated, I 
did not parade the wind-cycle down 
the main street. 
Instead, I waited 
until old Boreas was kindly disposed 
and then stole out to a road where I 
would not meet many people. 
It was 
with considerable trepidatiou that I 
mounted the wheel. 
The towering 
mast and flapping sail disconcerted 
me a bit, and in order to accustom 
myself to their presence on the ma­ 
chine, I furled the sail and rode up 
and down until I became at home. 
Then I tried the running gear with 
one hand while I steered with the oth­ 
er. 
The breeze freshened and I real­ 
ized that the fatal moment had come. 
I use the word ‘fatal’ advisedly, as 
subsequent events will show'. 


“As the wind caught the sail, the 
bicycle moved along smoothly, but 
rapidly developed an inclination to 
seek its affinity in a ditcli. 
Happily 
I was able to correct this whim of the 
wheel and convert it into a middle-of- 
the-roader. 
I gradually slacked away 
at the cord, and as the boom swung 
around to nearly right angles the 
speed increased. 
‘I am off’,’ I solilo­ 
quized, and an instaut later there was 
no doubt in mv mind that I was cov-

ering the ground at a great rate.

A Contest Which Only the Official 
Count Can Decide.

Columbus, O., Nov. 3.—Tlio result in 
Ohio is so close that it m ay require lhe| 
ollieial count to determine the result, 
especially on the political complexion of 
the legislature. The Republicans and 
the D em ocrats are both claim ing the 
State and the legislature with such per­ 
sistence that ii will require the official 
count at least to get om or the other 
to eonctdc defeat, Incomplete returns 
indicate tl ♦ election of the Republican 
State ticlu-t by 10,000 to 12,000, but tin* 
result on the legislature is so close that 
no definite figures can be given out$ 
now. The Dem ocrats claim confidently 
a m ajority in both branches of the leg­ 
islature, but give no figures on the 
num ber of representatives and sena­ 
tors, The Republicans claim 54 repre­ 
sentatives and 17 senators sure or 71 
votes on joint ballot, 73 being necessary 
to elect a senator. They also claim all 
the 12 representatives whose counties 
‘have not been definitely heard from and 
all of which are in the doubtful list.

hear from the Republicans claim three,

The change from the result of last 
year shows that the D em ocrats hav« 
gained in all of the cities iarg-* y ex­ 
cept in Cleveland. The gains in Cin^ 
cinnati and CVdumbus were very largt*. 
The Republicans gained in the rural 
districts, but most of the changes were 
due to the stay at home vote in the 
rural districts, which w as fully 10 per 
cent.

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TRAGEDIKS O F ELECTION P A Y . 


T w o Bloody ISncounterr, in K e u t n c k v 
and Six Mou Killed. 


Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 3.—Bloction day 
was ushered in by a bloody encounter 
on the streets between Republicans and 
Democrats, resulting in the death of 
three men and the wounding of two 
more. The difliculty began by Frank 
Kgbert, Republican, organising a party 
to head off a party of Democrats under 
the leadership of Ben Marshal, who, as 
Egbert claimed, had taken a number of 
negroes to the country to prevent their 
voting. 
Egbert, it is said, with his 
party, awaited Marshal's return, and 
fired on him from ambush, wounding 
seriously John W. Smith and slightly 
injuring Charles Graham, a negro. 


Deputy Sheriff Tes Deaklns then or- 
ganized a posse and attempted to ar- 
rest Dgbert and his party. The two 
parti s met, and firing b gan. Fifty 
shots or n ore were fired, .nd Kgbert 
was instantly killed, 
hile lA-akins was 
mortally v iun( ed, clying y -on after. 
Hov/nrd Glore, one of Eg'ert's men, 
was aVo killed, and Waltft Gains was 
severely hurt. It Is reported that he has 
died. 


There is no confirmation of tJie rumor 
that several negroes are dead and con- 
cealed about town. 


Mount Vernon, Ky., Nov. 3.-—A num- 
ber of tough characters created a dis- 
turbance at the Crooked Creek pre- 
cinct in this county yesterday 
after- 
noon. Sheriff Mullins attempted to re- 
store ordei, when a general shooting 
affray took place between the sheriff 
and Iiis dLoutlCG and the disturbers, 
three of the latter beinr icilled. The 
dead are Henry Langi"id, John Lav/- 
rence and Charles Payni.

A noted authority on melons told a 
Sunday Press reporter some things 
«l)out tho Canadian varietA'.

take those melons," he said, "just as 
they begin to groAV, and they jilace 
each one separately on a board. Every 
day Avhile they are ripening they go 
out and turn them over so that 
the 
sun Avill haAB a chance at all sides of 
them. 
This is done several times a 
day, and it is continued right up to 
the 
time 
the 
melons 
are 
picked. 
When 
the 
seeds 
are planted, 
the 
ground is heated by steam, and the 
growers make certain that all the chill 
and dampness are out of it before 
they Avill entrust the seeds to it.

storm, every melon is enclosed in a 
glass case and sheltered and nourished 
artiii(»ially until the Aveather is suit- 
able for it to be exposed again. 
It is 
this care and Avatchfulness Avhich en- 
able the Canadians to produce such 
fruit. 
The same thing could be done 
here if the 
farmers 
Avould only do 
likewise. 
The soil, the climate and 
all 
the conditions are oven 
better 
adapted to the raising of the fruit, 
but the farmers, or the great majority 
of them, had rather sell one 
hundred 
barrels of cantelopes for 
S I . t h a n 
twenty or thirty barrels for ijfKJor ¡J12 
apiece. 


The average melons which are found 
in tho markets of New York are left 
to struggle along in the mud the 
best 
Avay they can, and if they survive suf- 
iiciently 
to be picked, tho 
groAver 
ships them to some 
dealer Avith in- 
structions to use as many as he can 
and send a check for Avhat they are 
Avorth. 
They don't do that in Fi'ance, 
They take the same care over 
there 
that the (ianadians do, and the result 
is that the fj'uit sells from two to 
three 
francs 
apiece."- -Kew 
York 
Press. 


A SlniVlo l>C8crli)llon of Tliis Tnteresthiic 


VroeP!*«, 


Bo(di-])inding has been practiced for 
centuries. 
Many years ju'eviims to 
the inv(»ntion of i)rinting, the leaA-es 
of missals and other manuscripts Avere 
preserved by being fastened together 
and inclosed in covers of Avood, sheep- 
skin, etc. Often the covers Avere richly 
ornamented Avith gold, silver and joAv- 
els. 
Hcmie of these A-olunies are still 
to 1)0 seen in the museums and monas- 
teries of the Avorld, 


There 
are two main diA-isions in 
modern 
book-binding--'TorAvarding" 
and ''finishing," and in each of these 
dei)artments there are various sub-di- 
visions. 
Forwarding comprises Avhat 
is really necessary for the preserA'atiou 
of books; finishing is simjjly embel- 
lishing theni. 


The lirst operation in book-binding 
is to fold the sheets by means of a thin 
piece of ivory called a folder; machin- 
ery has been used Avith much succes.s 
in folding. 
The object is to bring the 
pages together in regular order. 


After being fohbul, the sheets are 
gathered and 
collated 
according to 
numbers, 1, i>, 
etc., that are placed 
at the foot of the outside page of the 
folded sections, 
these 
numbers are 
called sic'iiatures. 
The book is then 
made solid by being ])laced in a hy-. 
draulic press, or under some other 
pressure such as the nature and the 
size of the book may require. 


The next process is to saAv indenta- 
tations in the back of the book pre- 
])aratory to 
sewing; this is accom- 
plished by passing the back of the 
book or sheets over ra})idly reA'olving 
circular saAvs. The book is then seAveil 
on afranu» called a seAving-bench, each 
sheet being attached by a thread to 
ciU'ds across the back. 


When removed from the sewing- 
bench, the book receives its '•waste 
pai)ers," or blank leaves. 
Then it is 
trimmed l)y being cut on the edges 
Avith a knife ai)paratus. 
The edges 
are either left Avhite or are colored by 
being sprinkled Avlth color throAvn oil 
Avith a brush; 
"marbled" edges are 
made hy dipping the edges of the 
leaves in colors that float on the sur- 
face of gum-Avatei'. 


The "comb-edge" is made by draAv- 
ing a comb through the colors on the 
surface of the gum-Avater before the 
book is dipped. 
If the book is to 
have a gilt edge, it is jdaced in a 
pre.ss and a coating of red color is ap- 
plied; the edges are then sized Avith 
Avhite of egg, gold-leaf is laid OA'er 
the sizing, and after it has dried thor- 
oughly, 
the 
gold-leaf 
is burnished 
Avith agate or blood-stone. 


A coating of glue is then ai>plied to 
the back of the book, after Avhich it is 
backed by means of a machiiift that 
gives 3'oundness to the back anfl pre- 
pares it for the cover. 
The cover i.s 
made by boards, cut larger than the 
leaves of the book, oA'er Avhich the 
outside material, sucli as cloth, leatU- 
er, etc., is fastened Avith glue, 
s])ace 
enough being left betAveeu the tAvo 
boards to fit the back of the book. 


After the cover has dried, the em- 
bellishment is done by stamping the 
desired letters or design in gold,bla(»k 
or colors. 
The cover being thus fin- 
ished, the back of the book is fitted 
into it and glued, the blank pages are 
pasted to the inside of the cover and 
the book is jilaced in a press to remain 
until dry, from Avhich it comes ready 
for thejjublic.

Inventions of SaTaRe». 


It has been less than 100 years sine« 
civilized humanity used many odd de- 
vices for the purpose of obtaining fire. 
In this country, then claiming to be 
"enlightened," the 
tinder 
box, with 
steel and Hint, was the apparatus most 
generally used. 
However, if there w a s 
no tinder box in the house, the old flint- 
lock musket, with a few grains of pow- 
der in the pan, together with a few 
shreds of paper or greased rags, was 
considered n household necessity. Rub- 
bing sticks together until they 
were 
I fired by friction was the method used 
by the savages of that time iu nearly 
all the lands of the globe. 


There was one 
singular 
exception, 
however, to all of the above, as Avell as 
many other of the more common meth- 
ods of *'sti'iking light,'* and that meth- 
od was practiced by a rude tribo of 
semi-savages inhabiting Eastern 
Thi- 
bet, 
Curious as it may seem, those 
rude savages obtained lire on strictly 
scientific principk's, which involved a 
wonderful knowledge of the propertie.s 
of compressed air. The apparatus used 
consisted of a Avooden cylinder, 
two 
and a half inches long by three-quar- 
ters of an inch in diameter, which was 
closed at one end. 
Into this cylinder 
(Avhi<'h tai)ered oir at one end until it 
was not larger than a common 
lead 
pencil) was fitted an air-tight piston, 
which luid a large tint knob at the top; 
the other end of the piston w a s slightly 
hollowed out, the indentation being in- 
tended for the recej)tion of a 
small 
piece of tinder or "punk." 
"\Viien this 
apparatus Avas in use it w a s held in 
one hand, the piston 
being 
inserted 
with the other, und pushed about half 
way down, 
A ver^' sharp blow 
w a s 
then given -with the palm of the piston. 
1 At the same instant the lingers were 
closed around the knob and the piston 
Instantly withdrawn. 
If 
everything 
had worked to perfection, the scientific . 
savage was usually rewarded by 
find- 
ing that the tinder hud been lighted 
and a lire assured. 


Sir \Villiam (Mil. the English scien- 
tist, who investigated this queer mode 
of striking a light, says that "it re- 
quires skill to use this üre-produciñg 
appíií'atus, as well as science to Invent 
it."—San Francisco Chronicle.

nnd ultra-violet rays. 
It is precisely 
these I'ays which cannot make 
their 
way through a London fog. 
To this 
is attributed the fact that the sun looks 
red on a foggy day. 
'JTie violet rays 
nre absorbed by the 
solid 
particles 
Moating in the aqueous vapor of the 
Htmosphere, and only the red iiortions 
of the spectrum get through. 
The in- 
(eresting additional statement is made 
in this connection that the old argand 
bin-ner is much more successful in re- 
4siing a Loudon fog than any of its 
later rivals.—Science.

The Stamp Cranks^ Trip to 


Nashville* 


Mil. E d i t o k : "Whilo -walldiig up the 
lihorouglifivrc to my home lust cvcniug 
'Mr. Emmert ("Billy" Emmort) said you 
•wanted a little account of our trip to the 
Sunny South. 
I told hinijif I felt like 
it after my midnight lunch I 
might 
%Yritc you one. 
So hero goes, hut it is a 
task, after writing about stamps all day, 
and seeing so many on our trip, to write 
ia nything and leave stamps.out. 


When Mr. Emmert and myself -were 
seated on tlie train which took us away 
from pretty New Oxford, three weeks 
ago, ho told mo you ought to have an 
account of our trip, but I couldn't seem 
to got him to write one. 
We duly arriv- 


•cd at Washington and 
(these dots represent our visits to stamp 
•cranks) visited the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 
Mr. Emmert wanted to visit the 
P . 0. Department building to sec the 
display of stamps, (the magic words 
"*post-oliice" are peculiarly attractive to 
him just now,) but we didn't have the 
time, and left just before midnight on 
the Southern Railway for Knoxville. 


When we awoke the next morning wo 
were at Danville, Va., 239 miles south- 
west from Washington, about the same 
distsnce duo west from Norfolk 
and 
within a few miles of the North Carolina 
line. 
Our train struck a cow in the 
night while traveling about GO miles an 
hour, (the train, not the cow, though avo 
imac:ine the cow moved at a rapid gait 
for about a minute,) and that delayed us 
somewhat, as the engineer ran his heavy 
train back to see what he Jiad struck. 


From Danville to Marion, N. 0., a dis- 
tance of 197 miles, there was very little 
of interest to note. 
The land seemciUo 
1)G of poor (¡uality the most of the way. 
Men and Avomcn of African descent were 
picking cotton in the Holds Avhere the 
soil was good enough to for cotton to 
j?row. 
The plant is from 18 to 80 inches 
high, and the bolJs of cotton arc at the 
top. 
Cotton is one of the leading pro- 
ducts of North Carolina, the State pro- 
Hiucing about 400,000 bales annually, be- 
sides 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 bushels each 
of Avheat, oats and sAveet potatoes and 
0,000,000 pounds of lice. 


Leaving Marion, we approach the Blue 
Mountain Kaiigc near its soutlicru 
ex- 
tjcmity, and at Hound Knob we Avitness 
a pretty piece of engineering. 
At the 
station Avc see three different levels of 
the raihvay, and Avith a succession of 
curves, around the lulls and through sev- 
en tunnels, one of Avhich is 1800 feet 
long, Ave reach the summit AVhere avc 
saAV the "divide" with Avater floAving in 
both directions. 
Although our circuit- 
ous route is over I) miles in length avc 
arc only 1200 feet from the station beloAV 
and nearly GOO feet nearer the clouds. 
We next pass Black Mountain, have a 
line vicAV of Table Kock, and approach 
Ashevillc, (tho great summer and Avinter 
resort for those aillicted Avith lung trou- 
bles») Avliich has a population of about 
15,000. 
Just before reaching Asheville, 
Ave pass through Biltmore, a pretty little 
toAvn established by George Vanderbilt, 
and Avhero he spends a great deal of his 
time, clipping oil New York Central 
•coupons, Avhich he spends lavislilyin this 
beautiful mountain garden Avhere he 
OAvns 70,000 acres. 


The descent from the mountain is not 
abrupt as the ascent, but no less interest 
ing, as AVC follow along the banks of the 
French Broad river for about 00 miks 
until Ave reach Newjjort, Ky. 
It is a 
Avide rocky stream Avith abrupt banks of 
mountains on cither side, and avo cross 
and re-cross it many times. 
Behind 
these mountains, Avhich are seldom trav- 
eled by human feet, are hundreds of 
^'moonshiners" 
distilling 
"mouutuin- 
dew." 
I'Vojn Newpo'rt to Knoxville, a 
distance of 05 miles Ave puss through a 
farmijig country but as dusk came on Ave 
could Jiot enjoy itj i. o., I couldn't, for 
our ^'sleepijig beauty" Avas enjoying a 
;?iesta on the upholstered cushions en- 
tirely oblivious of Avhat avub passing on 
around Jiim. 


AVe urrived at Knoxville about one 
hour late at b:'60 p. m., Central time (9:^0 
New Oxford time), and were met at the 
depot by J\Ir. Henry Fenton, Avho is nnm- 
ager of IJje li. G. Dun ¿b Co. Mercantile 
Agency. 
From his oillce (up one lliglit) 
wc hud u good opportUJiity to Avitness 
tliC street parade aJid Carnival of the 
Mej chants and Manuiacturers,AvJuch[isan 
annual occurrence, and entered into >vith 
a great deal.uf enthusiasm during 
nival Aveek." 
TIjc procession avus fully 
three-fourths of a mile in length and 
contained many iijtt-resting Jloats, mili- 
tary and fraternal organizations, both 
AViJiite and colored, with several bands of 
jjiusic and drum corps sandwiclieci in at 
the proper places. 
At jiresent there are 
three municipalities—Kjioxville, North 


January Ist they Avill be combined in one 
government. 
Knoxville is a pretty city, 
and, like ancient Rome, is located on 
seven hills. 
It is situated on the Ten- 
nessee River, Avhich is navigable for riv- 
er boats about six months of the year. 
Tho head Avatcrs of this river (the French 
Broad spoken of above) are in North 
Carolina. 
FloAving doAvn through east- 
ern Tennessee into Georgia it again en- 
ters Tennessee and thence into Alabama 
back through Tennessee and Kentucky 
and empties into the Ohio River near the 
conjunction of the latter Avith the great 
Father of Waters. 
Truly a circuitous 
course 1

Wc 
were the guests of ]\Ir. Fenton while in 
Knoxville, and were royall}'' entertained. 
Our visit to the den o f ' i l r . Chas. War- 
in u:, civil engineer, was quite interesting. 
Filled with maps, drawings, tripods and 
boxes of St—excuse me, Mr. Editor, I 
came pretty near writing stamps—and 
the kindly old gentleman as central fig- 
ure. 
J\Ir. Waring is tho master of his 
profession. 
He has surveyed every foot 
of land in and aronnd Knoxville and 
having maps and documents of original 
grants is a "title guarantee insurance 
company" all by himself 
He surveyed 
the entire eastern lino of Tennessee over 
tho mountains from Alabama to West 
Virginia,^and no other person conld fol- 
low the line to-day. 
lie has a wonder- 
ful memory, and is a remarkable and ex- 
treniely useful man in Ooundary disputes, 
lie has a collection of nearly 12,000 st— 
came pretty near doing it again—and a 
great many relics of the early history of 
Tennessee. 


On Monday night, the 18th, the sleep- 
ing car Fftr N^i-^livilic contained Messrs. 
FcjUiii', 
Liov d, 
Wa.rinp, 
Kmmert 
and 
Dodge, a;ul ii - .ls .. j, !ly crowd till a 
lale hour, and a deepy one the next 
morning. 
I could not sleep and got up 
at 1:80 a. m., got a cup of coliee and 
amused m3'scii with pencil and paper 
until wo reaclu'd Nashville at irMO a. m. 
Nashville seemed to be the .Mecca of 
tourists, and wc should have had trouble 
to iind a resting place had not our rooms 
been secured a month before. 


Wc had a little time to visit the Ten- 
nessee Centennial Expositiimafter trans- 
acting our business, and were agreeably 
surprised at its magnitude. 
The grounds 
arc about U miles from the heart of the 
city, ami cover about 2000 acres of 
ground. 
The goverjiment building con- 
tained a great many interesting exhibits, 
and this with the Aquarium, Transporta- 
tion Building, Women*s Building, Art 
Building, Historical building, Streets of 
Cairo, IVIidway Plaisancc and other side 
shows made up a veritable WorUVs Fair 
on slightly smaller dimensions. 


Nashville is the Capital and largest 
city of the State, situated on the Cum- 
berland river, 185 miles south of Louis- 
ville and 200 miles east of jilemphis on 
the Mississippi river. 
It is on high land 
and has a dry and healthy climate. Like 
Knoxville it is situated on hills. 
We 
made many new acquaintances Avhilc 
there, and while southern hospitality is 
pj'overbial, we think we must have fallen 
into extra good hands both at Knoxville 
and Nashville, and enjoyed 
ourselves 
very much. 
But, Mr. Editor, I think I 
have written quite as nmch as you have 
spacc for, though I could write as much 
more about our trip if I could only tell 
about the stamps we saw.

THE LIFE OF A PUOMINE^''i' CITIZEN OK 
HANOVEll LOST IN A PLCULIAU 
AIAKNEU. 


David W. Forry, a well-knowu, much 
respected and wealthy citizcn of Hano- 
over, met a sad and peculiar death Tues- 
day evening about 9:30 o'clock. The im- 
mediate cause of his death is supposed 
to be from an attack of vertigo or apo- 
plexy. 
The facts of the cuse arc as fol- 
lows: 


Mr. Forry, in the early part of the 
evening, had attended services iu the 
Mennonite church which is across the 
street from his resitlcnce. 
After the ser- 
vices ho went to his home, where he 
spent a short time talking to his daugh- 
ter, Miss Bertha, and Alvin Nissly, who 
had called. 
The conversation had been 
upon the death of young Zeiglcr, who 
met death Tuesday morning by catching 
hold of a live wire. 


About 9:30 o'clock Mr. Forry went to 
the cellar for the purpose of getting a 
buclict of coal. At the head of the cellar 
stairs he turned on the electric light by 
means of the switch. 
Going into the cel- 
lar he crossed it and went into the front 
compartment, where he kept his coal. 
After filling the bucket he started to re- 
turn. As he was about passing from the 
front to toe back cellar, he met his death 
The immediate cause of death can only 
be surmised, but the supposition is that 
he was overcome, and wlien he saw he 
was about to fall, he involuntarily threw 
out his hands and caught hold of the 
electric light wire, which broke under 
the strain of his ^vcight, causing the sec- 
ond finger of the right hand to be burn- 
ed to the bone. 
The inside of his hand 
was badly scorched. 


Mr. 
Forry was one of 
Hanover's 
w^ealthy citizens, and was identified in 
several business enterjirises. At ijhe time 
of his death he was a director of the Han- 
over Foundry and Machine Co.; a direc- 
tor of the First National Bank, and pres- 
ident and superintendent of the Hano- 
ver and Littlestown Turnpike Compa-

Killed by Eleciricily. 


Frank Ziegler, aged 18 years, of Get- 
tysburg, a lineman working on the New 
Oxford toll line of the Hanover Tele- 
phone Company, was almost instantly 
killed Tuesday morning, by a wire being 
strung along High street, Hanover, com- 
ing in contact with an electric light wire. 
An alternating current of 2,000 volts of 
electricity did the deadly work. 


Young Ziegler, with other workmen, 
started to run two telephone wires to 
this place. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock the 
wagon containing the wire was taken 
to near the Hanover Milling Co.'s plant. 
As usual rojies were attached to the wires, 
and the ropes were thrown over the elec- 
tric wires. 
Messrs, Ziegler and Harry 
Essick drew tlie ropes across until they 
reached the wires, when they took the 
wires in their hands, to draw them to 
Poplar St., where they were fastened. 
Almost immediately they were thrown to 
the ground. 
In falling, Ziegler received 
an ugly bruise on thi.* faci-. Essick was 
not badly hurt and jumped up, but Zieg- 
ler lay unconscious. 
He was picked up 
by his companions and carried into the 
mill. 
Dr. J, H. Bittinger was hastily 
summoned but after an examination he 
announced that life was extinct. 
The 
unfortunate youth made only a few gasps 
for breath after he was carried into the 
mill. 
The remains were sent to the par- 
ental home at Gettysburg, on the noon 
train. 


Frank Ziegler was a son of Wallace 
Ziegler and wife, and is one of the oldest 
of a large family, of wdüch he Avas the 
main support.

The priests and religions leaders 
üiave done much to stir up the trouble.

The 
rhiladeli)hia 
Times in speaking 
of these useful 
articles regrets that history has failed 
to record the name of the great genius 
M'ho gave to the Avcu'ld that most use- 
ful little instrument, and sa.>js we have 
heard all alumt the discovery of burnt 
i suutt' and the sewing machine and the 
' tvDewriter and all that, but the inven- 
I « . 
' 


tor of the lead jieucil has, evidently, 
gone down into the shadow of obliv- 
ion *'uuwe])t,unhonored and unsung." 


*M have to hiugh at the queer ideas 
some people have alxmt pencils/' said 
a manufacturer. 
"You will scarcel v 
believe it, but the opinions of people 
who know nothing about it seem to be 
divided between the melting of the 
lead and pouring it into the hole in 
the wood and cutting out the load to 
fit the hole. 
The part that goes into 
our pencils other than the lead is 
cedar, and ciunes from the swamps of 
Florithi. 
it is obtained from the fal- 
len trees that lie there. 
There are 
men there who make a business of su])- 
l»lyiug to pencil manufacturers this 
cedar in hlo(»ks which are sawed to 
the length of the pencil, some thick, 
to receive the lead, and others thin, 
for the piece that^ is glued over the 
other containing the lead. The blocks 
are sawed for four jiencils each. 
The 
groove is made by a saAv, and in this 
the lead lies.^ 


''I know,""continued the manufac- 
turer, *'that not one out of ten thou- 
sand persons has the least idea of what 
this lead is. 
See, here is a line black 
])owder ; that is graphite, and costs 
somewhere about twenty-live cents a 
])ound. 
This white substance is (ier- 
man clay. 
It comes aoiK)ss the ocean 
as ballast in vessels, and,»all it costs 
\\H is for freight. 
We mix clay and 
])owder together and grind them in a 
mill, moistening the nmss carefully 
during the process, until tlie two are 
thoroughly assimilated and 
reduced 
to a i)aste that is about the consistency 
of putty. 
Here are the dies for the 
leads, into which M-e press this paste 
of graphite and clay. 
These leads are 
ke])t in hot glue and are placed in the 
grooves as the ])locks are made ready. 
When the lead is put in there snugly 
and forever, the thin block is glued to 
the thick one and left to dry thor- 
ough! v."

Mr, Hudson Avhen spoken to in regard 
to his trial. 
*'()f course, lilie many 
other things, sailing a bicycle cannot 
be learned in a day. »Success depends 
a great deal on the skill acciuiroil and 
not so much on technical kn<nvledge. 
Certain it is that -when once a bicy- 
clist has mastered the art, he will only 
I)lace his foot on the pedals "when be- 
calmed. 
Think of being becalmed on 
land! 


**Well, I supj)ose I should start at 
the beginning and tell Avhat hapjiened 
to me Avheii I set out to be a terra 
Hruia yachtsnuin. 
I rigged a inast of 
spruce 10 feet high to the frame of the 
wheel, about four inches back of the 
handle bars. 
Rigidity was secured by 
two bolts and a cleat on the o]iposite 
side. 
Now for the sail. 
It was made 
of heavy cotton cloth, -with a light 
boom at the bottom, to which a str >ng 
cord is attached and ])assed through 
a light pulley l)lock attached to the 
saddle post and through another at- 
tached to the centre of the handle 
bars. This I found to be an excellent 
arrangement, as it enabled me to hold 
the sail without interfering with 
the 
steering of the wheel. 
Of course, it 
took simie little time to figure this all 
out. 
In fact, I did not have it all so 
complete the Iirst tiiiie I rigged up 
the sail. The improveiueuts naturally 
came Avith experience. 


'•Knowing that the idea would be 
likely to arouse facetious comment 
from my actjuaintances until its prac- 
ticability had 
been demonstrated, 
I 
did not parade the wind-cycle down 
the main street. 
Instead, I waited 
until old Boreas was kindly disposed 
and then stole out to a road where 
I 
would not meet many ptt)ple. 
It was 
with considerable trei)i(iatiou that 
I 
mounted the wheel. 
The towering 
mast and Happing sail disconcerted 
me a bit, and in order to accnistom 
myself to their presence on the ma- 
chine, I furled the sail and rode up 
and down until I became at h(mie. 
Then I tried the running gear with 
one hand while I steered with the oth- 
er. 
The breeze freshened and I real- 
ised that the fatal moment had come. 
I use the word 'fatal* advisedly, as 
subsequent events will show. 


*'As the wind caught the sail, the 
bicycle moved along smoothly, 
but 
rapidly developed an inclination 
to 
seek its aliinity in a ditcli. 
Happily 
I was able to correct this Avhim of the 
wheel and convert it into a middle-of- 
the-roader. 
I gradually slacked away 
at the cord, and as the boom swung 
around 
to nearly right ancrles the 
speed increased, 
'I am oil',' I solilo- 
quized, and an instant later there was 
no doubt in mv mind that I was cov- 
ering the ground at a great rate. 
A 
great joy tilled me, and I felt that 
I 
bad solved the cycling ])roblem of the 
age, but I reckoned Avithout that pre- 
ciise knowledge which is necessary to 
Qavigation ou land, and the next nuj- 
mont as my wheeled craft began to 
lur(»h like a ship in a storm, I grew 
slightly nervous. 


''This uneasy feeling increased as 
the wind grew stronger, and I found 
myself skimming along faster than 
I 
had ever essayed as a mere scorcher. 
How to stop was a question tliat I had 
given but little thought to. 
But now 
it loomed up as a most important fac- 
tor to the continuance of my career, 
[ thrust my foot on the front tire, 
as 
[ had often done in g jing down steep 
bills, but the only eilect was a strong 
odor of burning rubber and a Avarm 
sensation on the bottom of my foot, I 
bad already covered two miles at 
a 
hair-raising clij), and the speed seemed 
to increase as I struck a stretch »of 
open country, where the wind hud full 
play. 
I prayed that the wind would 
keej) right at my back and not try 
any veering, 


" I had no desire to jibe or attempt 
any manieiivres of a fancy order. 
Of 
course, 
tJie sport was exhilarating, 
and there was just that dash of danger 
which I confess intensilied the pleas- 
are. 
But my Waterloo was in M'ait- 
ing. 
I saw it. I knew it. 
I realized 
it with a barro\\ing sense of helpless- 
ness. 
It was alnujst aii al^rujit turn 
in the road. 
Straight ahead 
were a 
deep ditch and a lot of thistles and 
sharp stones, 
I groaned 
inwardly, 
although making a last heroic elibrtto 
make the turn, I blew straight ahead, 
and as 1 tugged on the sail and handle 
bars I capsized. 
It was only a frac- 
tion of a second before I felt my cuti- 
cle brealiing the attachment it 
had 
formed for me and lining the side of 
the ditch, 
but in 
that moment 
I 
thought of home and all things dear. 
I wished again X M as simply a idain, 


everyday cyclist, 
without wheels or 
sails in my head. 
rerha]is 
I 
fiaid 
aomethiug that would not look well 
in print, 
Finally, I picked myself up ; 
and trudged home, as sailing 
against 
the wind on a 20-foot road was not my 
siiecialty. 


"Nearly every breezy day since that 
memorable e\])erience, which occurred 
several months ago, I have gone .sail- 
ing on my wheel, and now iiud little ^ 
dilliculty in navigating. 
"When the ! 
wind gets too strong I take a reef in 
the sail or ap]dy the new brake I have 
got. "
